LABOR AT THE CROSSROADS 
T HE W A R 


Perhaps the most salutary thing which could happen 
just at present would be for unions throughout this nation 
to pass resolutions censuring those who are responsible for 
the stoppage of large numbers of the country’s railroads. 
The labor movement is on trial. This is a fact which, 
unfortunately, much of labor s leadership cannot or will 
not see. Yet it is perfectly conspicuous. Glance back at 
the history of the post-war era. 
Labor emerged from 
W orld W ar II in much the strongest position it has ever 
known in this country. Yet it has steadily lost ground in 
public support. How come? 
Organized labor has made four grave errors in funda­ 
mental policy which have lost much of the public’s former 
support, and have cost the unions some serious set-backs. 
Here they are: 
Mistake No. I — Demanding wage increases at 
the close of the war, which unloosed the pres­ 
ent cycle of inflation. 
Mistake No. 2 — Allowing pro-Conimunists to 
infiltrate deep into the control of numerous 
unions, and refucal to cooperate with Con­ 
gress in a drive to eliminate these Red influ­ 
ences. 
Mistake No. 3 — Releasing the terrific wave of 
major strikes which rocked the* country in 
1946, and resulted in the enactment of the 
Taft-Hartley labor code. 
Mistake No. 4 — Persistent meddling with par­ 
tisan politics, which produced the mass re­ 
pudiation of labor’s position on public affairs 
in last fall s elections. 
A fifth mistake at this moment would be almost fatal 
to the labor movement— yet it could be made most easily. 
That mistake would be for organized labor to present itself 
to the American people as being only concerned with its 
own selfish advancement during the present great emer­ 
gency, when soldiers are dying, scarcities arising, the peace 
and security of the whole American population at stake. 
This is clearly a time for forbearance. Even strikes 
which are completely legitimate and would be quite de­ 
fensible during ordinary times, might be misunderstood 
by the American people, and therefore worth postponing. 
It certainly is no time for furtive, concealed labor reprisals, 
unauthorized, carried out by pretense and trickery. 
Yet that just describes the railroad stoppages. Offi­ 
cially, these are neither strikes nor walkouts. The switch­ 
men involved simply report themselves “ sick” and fail 
to come to work. They have not had the courage, or what­ 
ever it takes, to meet officially and vote for a strike— they 
have shut down the roads by an unsavory trick. 
Pretending to be sick, when everybody knows that it 
is only a pretense, may be “clever.” But it is hardly play­ 
ing the game at a time of major public crisis. 
I rickery of this sort cannot fail to bring the leader­ 
ship of labor still farther into disrepute with the American 
electorate. The unions which try to deal fairly with the 
public and with their employers will suffer along with 
those which are irresponsible. The grip of the leaders on 
the rank and file #of the membership, which has been 
steadily slipping for several years past, will be further 
loosened. 
No ’nuisance” shutdown ever occurred under con­ 
ditions and at a time when it could result iii more harm 
I icing done to ihc labor movement than is the case with 
•he present railroad stoppages.
